want to go along, must be removed. 
Big government was also a topic ut 
Hill's speech, as he stated the prime 
cause of big government is dishonesty in 
the society and in government. No 
m atter what, Hill said, we shall not get 
less government until we get honest 
government. But he emphasized that no 
government whether it be capitalism, 
socialism, or whatever it may be called, 
will serve the people unless it is honest 
"By most, if not all, substantive in­ 
dices, our present system, our greatly 
modified less then fully competitive 
private enterprise economy, has func­ 
tioned best, has provided more people 
with more benefits with the maximum 
beedom, than any other system in 
history," Hill said "If we do believe in 
our system , and the preponderant 
majority of Americans do, let’s make it 
•work better for all by making it more 
honest."

Plummer struck down a section of Indiana's capital 
punishment law requiring the death penalty for anyone 
convicted of murder by lying in watt 
The new capital punishment biti pending in the 
Legislature no longer makes lying in wait a capital 
offense However, the prosecution may seek the death 
penalty by asking the jury to consider it as one of the 
fads that makes the crime more serious when deriding 
what sentence to impose 
In hts ruling. Plummer dismissed the indictment 
returned against DamHI Edmonson, Ii. Mitchell 
He 
gave the prosecutor until April IS to summon a grand 
jury and return a new indictment 
Edmonson, a high school junior, had been charged 
with first degree murder by lying m wait in the 
February ti shotgun staying of his stepfather. Donald 
Elrod. S4. as he came in back door of their rural 
Mitchell home lf he had been convicted aa charged, he 
would have been sentenced to death 
The taw “fails to provide adequate guidelines for 
proposed evaluation of aggravating and mitigating

Homefront

Another holiday to near. and bakers the world over are 
preparing their * pee tai breads for the E aster season Travel to 
eastern Europe, and you could likely find Babka, a Polish 
Easter bread that's often served with rum sauce 
In 
Czechoslovakia. ifs a tradition for young girls to put messages 
of love on Easter eggs and take these and Babka to their 
boyfriends 
The Italians and the Swiss prepare a yeast coffeecake that we 
know as Italian Faster bread It’s braided into a wreath, and 
has colored, hard-cooked eggs imbedded in it to give this bread 
a colorful festive look. In some homes, there will be Panettone, 
another Italian bread or perhaps, Kulich, a tall cylindrical 
bread that originated in B ussu One thing all of these breads 
have in common is the use af dried or candied fruits in the 
recipes 
You may have heard of some of all of these breads. Unless you 
know how to make one of these, or can "con” someone else into 
it, you probably won t be having any of these breads on your 
holiday table However, there is one traditional Easter bread 
that we can likely buy right at our own grocery store hot cross 
buns! 
Hot cross buns are those delicious browned buns, crossed with 
icing and filled with fruit. They have long been popular 
throughout the world. The original hot cross buns were more 
like cakes and marked with the sign of horns The early 
Egyptians used them as an offering to their moon goddess, and 
the Greeks offered them to their goddess of fertility. 
Later the sign of horns was changed lo a cross Legend has it 
that the cross symbolized the four quarters of the moon The 
Romans began to use the bread at sacrificial feasts 
What we would consider "authentic” hot cross buns evolved 
during the eighteenth century in England. In Devon and Wor- 
ehestershire the buns were hung from the beams of cottages to 
protect against fire and mice and other unwanted occurrences 
Hot cross buns became so popular that bakers would compete 
to see who could produce the best ones The most famous hakery 
was said to be the Old Original Royal Bun House of Chelsea 
Throngs of people would rush to this bakery and stand in lines 
that formed et six in the morning and continued throughout the 
day until six in the evening 
Today, we can simply toss them (gently, I hope) into our 
shopping cart as we pass the bread section in our grocery store 
Each commercial bakery still has its own way of making the 
buns, though. 
Some hot cross buns will be quite soft, and sim ilar to quantity 
liaked sweet rolls Others will be golden brown with a crusty 
exterior, yet soft inside They will all be topped, however, with 
the identifying mark on the top. This mark, made with icing, has 
changed in meaning from the days of the Romans Ifs now 
associated with Christian symbols and Faster. 
If you want to make your own hot cross buns, you can use a 
basic sweet dough and add cinnamon, raisins or currants, and 
candied fruits—or make a quick version with a biscuit mix. 
Otherwise, ifs to the bakery or grocery store for those hot cross 
buns, and they will only be available until Faster.

When whaleboat No 5 hits the 
salty lake, coxswain Gertrude 
Carrington expects her crew of 
fair weather sailors, most of 
them grandmothers, to pull 
together, 
The white uniformed women 
with blue kerchiefs lift and dip 
their oars in unison as they 
glide across the murky green 
water of Lake Merritt. They 
range in age from so to IU 
years young 
“Stand 
by," 
shouts Mrs 
Carrington, a member of the 
Oakland Women’s Rowing Club 
since line “Cross bars. Let 
(all Good oars«M 
An hour later, refreshed and 
inspired, the nautically attired 
women float their 2,500 pound 
boat slowly back to the cement 
pier There it is covered and 
maintained by the city’s Park 
and Recreation Department. 
“I’ve always exercised. 
I 
believe 
in 
it." 
said 
Mrs. 
Carrington “It’s just beautiful 
when everyone rows together, 
up and down 
Ifs quite a 
sight ” 
Club president Pat Billard 
added quickly: “It lifts your 
spirits, too ” 
Pointing to Mrs Carrington, 
13-year member Lyda White 
joked: ‘She tells us off when 
we don’t dip the right way ." 
“They really do very well,’’ 
replied Mrs Carrington, who 
puts the rowers through drills 
she teamed during the three 
years it took her to get a 
coxswain’s certificate 
‘‘They 
take great pride in rowing and 
are a very happy unit, all 
believers in exercise ’’ 
The women precision stroke 
from 10-11 a rn every Wednes­ 
day, weather permitting, across 
the three mile stretch of a lake

Wedding Bells Mean 
Happiness For Seniors 


BUSTON 
(UPI) 
- 
Older 
people are remarrying al a fast 
clip, and are happier when they 
do than their younger counter 
parts 
So says Boston University 
researcher Barbara Vinick She 
claims both society and rela­ 
tives of the elderly have no 
trouble accepting the trend 
"In many ways, the remar 
nages really conform to an 
ideal of calmness ana serenity 
that 
is 
lacking 
in 
early 
marriage," she said 
Under a grant from 
the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health, Mrs 
Vinick recently 
studied two dozen remarried 
elderly couples in two Massa 
chusetts towns 
The average 
age tor brides was 67 and for 
bridegrooms, 73. 
“It’s 
a 
trend 
that’s 
in­ 
creasing," she said 
“From 
i960 to 1973, the number of 
brides 65 and over has more 
than doubled to 16,000, and the 
number of grooms has almost 
doubled to 33,000 In 1940, there 
was hardly anyone I could have 
interviewed." 
It’s not true that elderly men 
are trapped into marriage by 
eager women, she said. 
"Men needed marriage more 
than women In many cases, 
they said they were lonely. 
They were not as close to other 
people as women." 
And a lucky thing for elderly 
women, too, since there are 
three times more of them than 
men. Mrs 
Vinick suggested 
that elderly women who want 
companionship think of alterna­ 
tives such as communal living 
Mrs. Vinick 
thinks 
social 
planners should make it easier 


for the elderly to marry by 
setting up more places for them 
to meet She also favors reform 
of pension and social security 
laws to insure elderly don’t lose 
benefits if they remarry 


"Remarriage among older 
persons 
is 
becoming 
more 
accepted by society in gene­ 
ral," 
she 
said 
“People’s 
relatives really approve of the 
remarriage That way there is 
someone there to relieve the 
burden " 
In some cases, she said, 
remarriage meant an elderly 
spouse did not have to enter a 
rest home, because there was 
now someone to take on nursing 
duties 
Mrs Vinick said both court­ 
ship and remarriages are less 
highly charged among seniors 
than the young 
"The people who were the 
most satisfied were the ones 
who did not have to make 
drastic changes " 
They also don’t fight much 
“With younger marriages, the 
idea is you should communicate 
all you’re feeling With these 
couples, the idea is that you 
should hold it all in." 
The lack of energy doesn’t 
rule out sex, but does tone it 
down, she said. 
“The physical act was not 
what they stressed. What they 
stressed was the warmth, the 
closeness," 
Not that elderly remarriages 
are without problems 
Mrs 
Vinick says children sometimes 
get in the way, especially if 
they find financial handouts 
from their parents cut off upon 
remarriage.
